Writing in the April issue of “The 
New Trail,’ University of Alberta 
publication, S.R. Mealing presented 
the following article on the found- 
ing of Trochu, Alberta, which may 
be interesting to some of the old 
timers of Didsbury: 


OLD FRANCE IN ALBERTA 


“Trochu, seventy-five miles north 
east of Calgary on the CNR, is of 
more than usual historical interest. 
It is named after Armand Trochu 
who came in 1902 to what is now 
Alberta. Trochu was not a colonel, 
although he was generally called 
that and is so styled in various sur- 
vey books. Althrough he had run a 
real estate business in France, he 
did, however, come from a military 
family. His uncle was General 
|Louis Jules Trochu, the defender 
lof Paris in 1870, and his brother, 
for one of his brothers, was a cav- 
lalry colonel. He himself had been 
la cavalryman only during the usual 


coulee of what was then Dead 
|Creek but is now Trochu Creck, 
Trochu found a ranch which had 
been there a couple of years. He 
bought it from the owner, one 
|Tabary (or Tabaray), and named 
|} it the Ste. Anne Ranch. In 1904 he 
was joined by Chef de Battailion 
| Echenfelder, a former Hussar, and 
within the year there was a third 
Frenchman at Ste. Anne, M. De- 
veldier, the son of banker of Lille. 
The three men had no connections 
in France. Eckenfelder had simply 
heard of a countryman at the Ste. 
Anne while looking around in Sask- 
atchewan, Develdier came direct 
from Lille with the Ste. Anne as his

“In 1904 the Ste. Anne Ranching 
and Trading Company was in cor- 
porated. That August, Paul de 
Beaudrap, his nephew, and his 
brother, Roger de Beaudrap, bought 
a ranch fourteen miles south-east 
of the Ste. Anne. It consisted of a 
log house, a few pole corrals, and 
twenty head of cattle. The range 
was open. The de Beaudraps named 
their ranch the Jeanne d’Arc. 


“There were at that time five 
other ranches in the country north 
of Calgary, south of Red Deer, and 
immediately west of both. These 
ranches were not entirely out of 
reach of one another, for in 1904 
Arthur Dodd, camped in the centre 
of the three hills which have given 
Three Hills its name, could see four 
chimney-smokes within a nine-mile | 
radius. By 1906-7, when the home- 
steaders came in force, the Ste. 
Anne had become the recognized | 
gathering place for a considerable | 
district. The ranch’s position as a | 
centre was due partly to its loca: | 
tion nearer Didsbury (fifty miles) 
and Red Deer (sixty-five miles) 
than the other ranches, but rather 
more to the fact that on it were 
| three Frenchmen of family and edu- 
cation. 

“The men at the Ste. Anne hoped 
to have a town on the coulee bank. 
In 1905, Louis Proudfoot, later to 
be an M.L.A., passed by the ranch 
and found Trochu wondering about 
the procedure for organizing a 
school district, although there were |

building on the coulce’s north 
bank. Before 1907 the north bank | 
of the coulee had been surveyed in | 
lots. The rush to take these lots 
came in 1907 (Olds was the place 
where the settlers got off the train | 
and began walking). The town 
grew rapidly that year, moved from 
the bottom of the coulee bank to 
the top of it, and had reached such 
proportions by the fall that it held 
a sports day. There was a band in 
from Didsbury to celebrate the oc- 
casion, and the crowd was very big 
indeed, 

“Most of the colony of French- 
ee around the Ste. Anne were of 


good family: they included at least 


one baron (de Reinach-Werth) and | 


a couple of gounts. Before the town 
| grew to any noticeable size, these 
men could do little to reproduce 
their old life. They wore sombreros 
fand heavy boots, and rode in stock 
saddles most of the time; they 
drank White Horse whiskey from 


tin cups and frequently neglected | 


their beards. As quickly as they 
could, however, they built good 


homes and put into them tapestries, 
good furniture, and good - silver, 
Colonel Feline, who came in 1912 
or 1913, soon had a big three-storey 


house of cement blocks. The blocks | 


still exist, used in some buildings 
in the town. The chief amusement 
of these settlers was coyote hunt- 
ing, and they lavished money and 
time on it, for most were of  inde- 
pendent means. Just west of the vil- 
lage they had a steeplechase which 
was used at the gala sports day of 
1 1907 Their horses were — fine 
animals, sired after 1913
